A  NOTE  ABOUT  THE  BUMP  BRIDGE 
from  Milton   Graton 


In  the  summer  of 
1971  the  Town  of 
Campton  invited 
the  Gratons  to  look 
over  the  Bump 
Bridge  and  advise 
as  to  the  cost  of 
keeping  it  in  serv- 
ice for  light  loads. 

It  was  agreed 
that,  based  on  that 
which  could  readily 
be  seen,  it  could  be 
kept  in  service  for 
an  expenditure  of 
from  $2,000.00  to 
$2,500.00.  Gratons 
then  shored  the 
bridge  up  in  mid- 
stream, to  hold  it 
through  the  winter, 
at  their  own  ex- 
pense. 


In      the      early 
Spring  of  1972  the    M 
west-side      bottom    flH 
chord  parted  mak- 
ing the  bridge  un-    0»- 
usable.  Upon  open- 
ing   up    the    areas 
around   the  princi- 
pal  point   of   framing  it   was   found   that   they   were   decayed 
to  a  point  where  the  members  must  be  replaced  completely. 

To  replace  these  trusses  in  like  size  throughout  would  be 
to  create  a  bridge  which,  at  best,  would  have  a  safe  capacity  of 
3  tons  after  the  floor  repairs  etc.  This  seemed  to  be  a  waste 
of  money  since  even  modern  farmer's  equipment  would  over- 
load the  bridge.

Why  did  this  bridge  suddenly  quit  after  some  95  years  of 
service?  About  25  years  ago  new  supporting  horses  were  built 
of  pressure  treated  yellow  pine  and  placed  under  the  bridge 
ends.  The  cap  timbers  were  allowed  to  extend  beyond  the 
eves  and  each  time  it  rained  the  water  would  spatter  on  these 
timbers  and  soak  the  dry  spruce  framing.  This  with  some 
accumulation  of  road  dust  rotted  out  the  main  framing  areas. 


Since  the  average  estimated  cost  of  a  modern  bridge  is 
$1,000.00  per  foot  or  $60,000.00,  only  one  path  remained— 
build  a  new  covered  bridge.  This  has  been  done.  There  has 
been  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Gratons  to  keep  this  bridge 
from  looking  like  a  "Stranger"  in  the  valley  and  still  be  safe 
for  a  loading  of  6  tons.

TOWN  EXPRESSES  THANKS 

We  wish  to  extend  to  Milton  Graton  and  his  Associates  of 
Ashland,  the  Town's  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his  expert 
job  in  rebuilding  Bump  Bridge  in  East  Campton.  We  are 
doubly  proud  as  this  famous  covered  bridge  builder  in  1956 
completely  rebuilt  the  "Turkey  Jim"  bridge  at  West  Campton 
making  ours  probably  the  only  Town  in  which  Mr.  Graton  has 
built  or  rebuilt  two  covered  bridges. 

Bump  covered  bridge  over  Beebe  River  was  the  original 
bridge  in  that  location  and  was  probably  built  in  the  early 
1800's.  We  know  from  Town  records  that  Article  6  of  the 
Warrant  of  November  5,  1878  was  adopted  authorizing  the 
Selectmen,  "To  examine  the  Osgood  and  Bump  bridges,  (the 
Selectmen  and  bridge  builder)  and  if  they  think  it  necessary 
to  procure  lumber  and  build  them  over  next  summer".  The 
1879  report  indicates  that  the  lumber  was  bought  for  these 
bridges  and  repairs  made. 

The  Bump,  Osgood,  and  Hollow  bridges  over  the  Beebe 
River  were  covered  when  built.  We  find  that  the  Osgood  Bridge 
repairs  lasted  until  1899  when  the  present  steel  bridge  was 
built.  Ben  Moulton  tells  us  he  can  remember  watching  the 
workmen  heat  and  head  the  red  hot  rivets  in  this  bridge.  The 
Hollow  covered  bridge  was  presumably  replaced  at  about  the 
same  time  with  steel,  and  lasted  until  1935  when  the  present 
cement  arch  was  built. 

We  hope  that  the  Bump  bridge  which  was  rebuilt  in  1972  will 
be  living  proof  that  we  of  this  century  have  left  a  covered 
bridge  for  future  generations  to  use,  appreciate  and  enjoy.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Campton  in  the  County  of 
Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in  said 
Campton  on  Tuesday,  the  sixth  day  of  March,  next  at  two  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  maintenance  of  its  highways  and  bridges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100.00  for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  White  Mountain  Region  Association. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Blair  and  other  ceme- 
teries in  Town. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,640.00  to  reimburse  the  Campton  Village  Precinct  for 
hydrant  rental. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $995.00  for  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  to  help  with  other  Towns  in  promoting  "Ski  93." 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  over  Donovan 
Farm  Road,  so-called,  Parker  Road,  so-called,  and  Hodgman  Hill 
Road,  so-called,  as  now  built  and  shown  on  plans  of  Waterville  Es- 


tates  as  recorded  in  the  Grafton  County  Registry  of  Deeds  (approx. 
10,000  feet  in  length)  with  the  effective  date  of  transfer  being 
June  1,  1973. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  over  Spring  Hill 
Road,  so-called,  in  the  Whitehouse  Development  in  West  Campton 
(approx.  2,200  ft.  in  length)  with  the  effective  date  of  transfer  be- 
ing June  1,  1973. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $6,500.00  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  its  Fire 
Department. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
enter  into  a  contract  to  furnish  fire  protection  to  the  Town  of  Thorn- 
ton for  a  period  of  five  years  from  date,  subject  to  renegotiation  at 
that  time.  The  Fire  Department  operations  to  continue  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Fire  Wards  of  the  two  towns. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  up  a  special  account 
of  the  1972-73  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  be  used  for  the 
Fire  Department  purposes. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  an  ambulance  service  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Ply- 
mouth for  the  ensuing  year,  not  to  exceed  $3,000.00. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Grange  Hall 
attached  to  the  Town  House  from  Campton  Grange  No.  93,  this  to 
be  used  and  known  as  the  "Campton  Grange  Town  Library." 

Art.  18.  If  the  Town  votes  in  favor  of  the  above  article,  to  see 
how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  re- 
pairs and  installation  of  heat.  The  Grange  will  contribute  a  mini- 
mum of  $400.00  toward  the  cost  incurred.  Said  funds  to  be  expend- 
ed under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Library  Trustees. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
zoning,  and  to  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,500.00  to  set 
aside  for  equipment  for  future  use  of  the  Town. 


Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town   will  vote  to  accept  the   reports  of 
agents  and  officers  heretofore  chosen. 


Art.  22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Hereby  submitted  is  my  annual  report  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools. 

The  school  year  opened  in  Campton  with  somewhat  fewer  stu- 
dents in  school.  However,  this  condition  did  not  last  long  and  enroll- 
ment soon  was  nearly  at  the  level  of  the  previous  year.  In  my  opin- 
ion, the  school  will  continue  to  grow  for  some  time  to  come.  One  has 
only  to  look  around  to  see  various  types  of  housing  under  construc- 
tion and  to  see  the  number  of  people  who  are  migrating  into  the 
area  to  realize  the  potential  for  school  pupil  growth  is  enormous. 

In  view  of  this  fact  it  is  apparent  that  an  addition  will  have  to  be 
planned  for  the  school.  At  present  the  two  rooms  being  used  at  the 
old  Village  School  are  merely  a  stopgap  measure.  It  is  my  under- 
standing that  the  committee  appointed  is  working  on  a  proposed 
solution.  My  recommendation  would  be  to  build  an  addition  of  four 
classrooms  and  an  activity  room  large  enough  to  seat  people  who 
want  to  attend  school  affairs  and  other  town  functions.  The  small 
room  we  presently  use  is  totally  inadequate  for  the  size  of  school  in 
terms  of  pupils  that  will  be  on  the  scene  in  the  next  five  to  ten 
years.  Four  classrooms  are  needed  as  a  bare  minimum.  Two  rooms 
are  to  replace  those  at  the  village,  one  room  is  to  act  as  a  library  and 
learning  center  and  another  should  be  built  for  an  eventual  kinder- 
garten. I  am  sure  when  the  time  comes  the  district  will  want  to 
have  their  school  approved  in  accordance  with  the  new  Minimum 
Standards  and  these  things  will  be  necessary. 

One  of  the  areas  needed  for  approval  will  be  that  of  music.  We 
have  been  fortunate  this  year  in  securing  the  services  of  a  teacher 
at  no  cost  to  the  district.  From  the  information  received  in  this  of- 
fice it  is  popular  and  well  received.  It  is  hoped  that  voters  will  ap- 
prove the  Special  Article  in  the  warrant  to  provide  this  service  for 
the  school  year  1973-1974. 

Another  area  of  need  is  that  of  Special  Education.  A  new  State 
School  Law  makes  it  mandatory  to  provide  some  education  for  every 
child  of  school  age  irregardless  of  ability.  The  district  is  satisfy- 
ing the  need  at  this  time  by  making  arrangements  for  some  students 
to  attend  classes  at  the  Pemigewasset  Development  Center.  This, 
however,  I  am  sure  is  not  a  long  range  proposition.  My  suggestion 
would  be  for  districts  to  work  together  within  the  Supervisory 
Union  to  provide  centers  for  each  two  or  three  districts,  and  thus 
provide  the  Special  Education  that  will  be  required. 
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The  school  board  has  worked  many  hours  in  preparation  of  the 
budget  for  1973-1974.  Major  increases  are  in  the  area  of  high 
school  tuition  and  transportation.  These  are  items  that  are  largely 
beyond  the  control  of  the  school  board.  At  a  later  date  before  the 
annual  district  meeting  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  to  explain  the 
budget.  All  interested  citizens  should  attend  to  ask  any  questions 
they  may  have. 

The  new  programs  in  the  school  such  as  science,  mathematics 
and  reading  have  been  very  successful.  This  office  as  well  as  the 
teachers  have  noticed  a  definite  trend  toward  increased  learning  on 
the  part  of  the  students.  Our  union  wide  testing  program  also 
bears  this  out. 

The  staff  in  your  schools,  in  my  opinion,  is  outstanding.  They 
are  not  only  dedicated  teachers,  they  work  well  together.  It  is  my 
hope  they  will  all  return  to  continue  the  programs  they  have  already 
started. 

The  school  welcomes  parents  to  visit  school  to  see  the  teachers 
or  to  observe  classroom  performance  of  their  children.  Please  feel 
free  to  contact  either  the  principal  or  your  child's  teacher  for  an  ap- 
pointment. 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  be  one  of  the  best  small 
programs  around.  Again,  if  you  wish  to  see  it  in  operation,  do  not 
hesitate  to  do  so.  However,  notification  of  your  intent  would  be 
appreciated. 

It  has  been  a  real  challenge  working  with  school  boards,  teachers 
and  pupils  in  the  district  over  the  years.  The  cooperation  of  the  dis- 
trict and  willingness  to  support  the  schools  financially  has  made  my 
position  less  burdensome.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1971-1972 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  re- 
port show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
as  per  the  following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of 
a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount 
paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of 
same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  school  board  of  each  school 
district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  re- 
spective school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  en- 
try shall  be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  con- 
sultant, and  business  administrators,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the 
union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among 
the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One  half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  mem- 
bership in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  SOth. 
The  salary  of  $15,700  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  of  Supervisory  Union  #48  during  1971-1972  was  made 
up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$13,200  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the 
Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $1,000  travel  within  the  Union 
was  also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1971-1972 
was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,700  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  $10,500  was  prorated  as  stated  above.  Allowance  for 
$1,000  travel  within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
